Experts call it the least reported 
crime. It persists from generation to 
generation, affecting victims in 
every race and class. Most victims 
know _no escape. 

One alleged victim of child abuse 
is Patronia Ellis, 5, of -2801 Central 
Avenue, according to police and 
hospital “reports, Patronia was 
brought to Charity Hospital by her 
mother, Ms. Eunice §iis, 42, with 
multiple and numerous contusions, 
abrasions and lacerations|to the 


head, body, chest, back, legs. arms,: 


and buttocks. Spe also |had a 
fracture of the himerus, strain to 


the left clavicle, and was confined 
for further treatment and 
observation. 


Ms. Ellis, reported to police that 
on March 10, she spanked her 
daughter for being bad. Duting the 
course of the spanking, she said 
that her daughter slipped, causing 


injury to her shoulder. The|mother . 


then ceased her spanking. 

The next day, March 11, she took 
the child to Charity” Hospital, 
Claiming injury to her child. It was at 
that time doctors discovered the 
badly beaten and bruised condition 
of the 5-year-old child. 

They further found and reported 
to police that the child had old scars 
from her head to her knees on both 
legs and arms, body and chest, and 
‘some burn marks. The child was 
transferred to Rainbow Babies and 
Children's Hospital 
treatment could be undertaken and 
her present condition is listed as 
Satisfactory and stable. 

Ms. Ellis, in responding to past 
and current abuse of her child, said

only that the child had fallen in the 
past, however, she did in fact spank 
the child. 

Cuyahoga County Welfare 
Department along with other 
agencies, will look into the alleged 
abuse of the child and will 
determine if the mother should have 
custody of the child and whether 
criminal charges will be filed

“A great number of child abusers 
have a history of abuse and neglect 
when they were children,” said Art 
Bumbus, of the Welfare Dept. 

Another alleged case of child 
abuse involves two brothers, Terry 
and Gary Morris. The ordeal that 
these two young boys experienced 
will have a lasting effect on them for 
the rest of their lives. 

Accortling to Audrie Jones,..39, 
their aunt, the children's father 
came ahd took them from their 
home at'7706 Trenton Ave. by force, 
over a week ago. 

On March 9, at 9:30 p.m. the father 
drove up to the home in a car, 
stopped the car and pushed both 
the children. out of the car and.sped 
off, direction unknown. Both 
children had allegedly been beaten 
on and about their face and body 

Terry, 3, was treated for a skull 
fracture and blood in his urine.

The Ohio Historical 
Society is currently under 
investigation by the U.S. 
Dept. of interior. for 
Possible violations in 
‘allocating federal funds in 
its historic preservation 
program. 


Two investigators from 
ie Interior Dept. spent last 
at the OHS compiling 
information from files to 
rmine if the Division of 
istoric Preservation has 
ot distributed federal 
unds equally to the minor- 
ty- community as man- 
ated by Title VI.

| David Brook, administra- 
‘or of the Division of His- 


oric Preservations, said 
uesday the Society is still 
lorwarding information to 
a8hington to answer a’ 
discrimination complain- 


~@nt-made with the federal 


agency. 


Brook said the complaint 
was filed by Pamela Prit- 
chard, an historian who 
worked in the Division of 
Historic Preservation 
before resigning recently. 

The complaint focused 
on how the OHS allocates 
federal funds in its historic 
preseryation program, and 
whether the Society ade- 
quately informs the minor- 
ity community of its right to 
apply for matching grants 
for rehabilitation of historic 
properties, or properties in 
historic designated dis- 
tricts such as the Near East 
Side. 


Once a property or an 
area is designated for his- 
toric preservation and 
placed on the National His- 
toric Register, the property 
owner .may apply for 
matching grants to rehabil- 
yer his property, Brook 
said. 


Brook also said the OHS 
is making that information 
available. However, Mrs. 
Mary Nutt, one of the fed- 
eral investigators, said the 
department found enough 
evidence to warrant an 
investigation to determine 
if minorities are being dis- 
criminated against in the 
Society's historic preserva- 
tion program in Ohio. 


If discrimination is 
found, the Society will have 
to comply with recommen- 
dations from the federal 
agency or lose federal 
funding, she said. 

Brook said the funding is 
$1.2 million for this fiscal 
year. About 11 percent of it 
has gone to minorities, he 
said, although not naming 
specific areas. He said 
applications for matching 
grants totaled $12 million 
whereas the Society has 
$559,000 for that purpose. 

He said the OHS is “mak- 
ing a good faith effort” to 
include minorities in its his- 
toric preservation pro- 
gram. Still, some black 


’. community leaders. have 


pointedly oriticized the 
Society for not including 
Mt. Vernon Avenue and 
Long Street in the recently 
declared historic district in 
the Near Eastside. 

That area,'the largest in 
the country, is generally 
known as the of 
black history in Columbus. 


Brook said the streets may 
be included if blacks 
request their inclusion by 
filing an application with 
Nancy Reechie of the 
Columbus Landmark 
Foundation. Reechie is 
director of the OHS's 
Regional Preservation 
Office, which normally files 
all. applications with the 
Society, Brook said. 

“If Long Street and Mt. 
Vernon are found eligible, 


“we would be too happily to 


process the nomination 
and get moving on that,” he 
said. He aiso said blacks 
who want to file for individ- 
ual sites to be designated 
for historic preservation 
should contact Reechie or 
him. 

“We want to identify 
everything eligible for the 
National Register and get it 
on the National Register,” 
he said. 

Mrs. Nutt said the com- 
plaint warranted an investi- 
gation and indicated the 
Society may not have been 
adhering to Title VI. 

“In a lot of instances in 
historic preservation,” 
whites don't seem to think 
blacks have an interest in 
preservation,” she said. 
“Minorities should be con- 
sidered or in advisory posi-

But in many 
cases the rules are flexible enough to allow 
continued incidents. Even mild rules are often 
fought by police officers who charge they are 
exposed to threats to their own lives if they are 
not given greater leeway in using their own 
judgment on the use of firearms. 

The police and the public are captivated by 
the myth that policemen use their guns 
because their own or other people's lives are 
threatened, or bevause they are trying to 
capture a dangerous armed criminal. 

But the facts are otherwise. The Police 
Foundation studied seven major cities over a 
two-year period. It found no relation between 
police shootings and serious crimes. In fact, 
about two-fifths of the police shootings 
occurred during routine traffic stops and 
disturbance-of-the-peace calls. 

So self-defense is no explanation for the use 
of deadly force, nor is the need to capture a 
dangerous criminal a valid explanation. for, 


many shootings. Further, many incidents § 


involve off-duty, Out-of-uniform policemen. 
The time for strict, universal standards on 
the use of force and weapons is long overdue. 
Where standards have” been applied, the 
number of incidents decreased. in one city 
that barred officers from shooting at juveniles 
except in self-defense, the number of police 
victims nose-dived. 
_ Policemen are law-enforcers. Their duty is 
to_apprehend law-breakers. It is up to the 
courts to punish, within the limits set by the 
law. When a policeman shoots, or when he 
kills, he becomes judge. jury and executioner. 
The Justice Department should consider 
taking the initiative by drafting a model code 
for the use of firearms that local forces should 


- adopt. And another positive step would be to 


increase the number of minority officers. 
Their very presence could well serve ta.inhibit 
their fellow-officers who are so free with their 
weapons when incidents involve black and 
bréwn suspects.

SEED TESTING: 

Determine if stored seed are.still good by running a 
germination test.Clean, coarse sand, vermiculite or jiffy 
mix are good materials for germinating seed. The 
medium should be moist but not soggy Wet. Broadcast 
small seed over the germinating medium surface. Seed 
medium sized and large seed<in rows and cover. 

Place the seeded container in a plastic tent and place 
it ina warm place (70-75°F). After seed germinate, deter- 
“mine whether a sufficient number of seedlings are 
produced to justify keeping the seed. 

Leftover vegetable seeds stored in a cool, dry place 
or be good for several years, depending upon the type 
of seed.
